SULTAN'S FAVORITE HANGED. 


HOSPITALS ARE FILLED. 


Constantinople, 
April 
29.—Nadir 


Pasha, the second eunuch of the palace 
under the regime of Abdul Hamld, was 
hanged at dawn today on the Galata 
bridge, the great 
thoroughfare that 


connected Stamboul with the Quarters 
of Galata and Pera. 


The body was allowed to swing until 


8 o'clock in the morning and thousands 
of people stopped to look at the great 
Nubian, whose name wns a terror un- 
der Abdul Hfimid. 


The (lead man's face 
showed 
an 


under-shot jaw and thick, lieavy lips. 
In life he had been fully six feet four 
inches in height. 


Nadir was executed after a trial by 


court-martial on the charge that he 
instigated the mutinj- of the troops on 
April 13. He was reputed to be in- 
tensely ambitious, subtle-minded and 
Insensible to the sufferings of others. 


He was one of the trio that formed 


Abdul Hamid's private cabinet under 
the old regime. The other members of 
this cabinet are Izzet Pasha and .Fe- 
him Pasha. The former, the sultan's 
fey, is now residing in London, and the 
latter, who was head of' the sultan's 
spy system,, has been assassinated.

The only shots 
fired from the mission premises were 
by soldiers who, toward the end of the 
five days of fighting, fired from the 
mission grounds and the roof of the 
servants quarters on the rioters.

consumers of the country. Mr. Rayner 
frequently 
entered upon 
oratorical 


flights and concluded with a series of 
condemnations of-the so-called trusts 
of-tho country. He declared his be- 
lief in incidental protection in order 
to maintain the wages of American 
workingmen. 


"I.-havo never believed in freo trade 


between this - country and any other 
countries," Mr. Rayner said. "I think 
from every practical standpoint it is 
perfectly preposterous to talk about it. 
I' think the country would .vote such

tical una.nimity. I beliovo in custom 
house taxation and I do not -believe 
any other system will ever take its 
place to tho satisfaction of the Amer- 
ican people.

was given this to swear a lie and was 
promised more, but I am an honest man." 


Lawyers and officers In the court were 


skeptical, for Page is a familiar character 
in the police courts' of this city. Noth- 
ing was done to .investigate- the matter, 
but it is expected that Bluff will demand 
an investigation if tlio etato does not 
take the matter up.

Seeing in it an undue departure 


from the methods employed in the 
present age and crediting it to be a 
socialistic reform that would place an 
immense power in th.fi bands of the 
postmaster general, Col. D. N. Foster 
last night took occasion to nrniiKn tlio 
postal savings measure before the 
members oC the Fort Wayne chapter of 
the American Institute of Hanking. 
Col. 
Foster simply ripped the cover- 


ing off the whole measure and recited 
something o£ the evil effects he be- 
lieves would result 1'rom the enact- 
ment of the bill by congress. 


After explaining the terms of the 


bill in how it provides for tho deposit- 
ill's: of certain sums with postmasters 
who would be responsible to the post- 
master, general; in tho Interest of two 
per cent that It would pay; in how tho 
moneys would bo exempt from taxa- 
tion or garnishment, and in how the 
postmaster general could uso undue 
discrimination In placing funds in na- 
tional banks in cities where there arn 
two or more, Mr. Foster contended 
that moneys now being used for local 
development in country und rural dis- 
tricts would In a large meanrn be 
tied up with the government, though 
the funds would In reality be in use 
by somo big national bank. The state 
hanks, trust companies and savings 
Institutions would bo seriously affected 
by such a law,'as fully It) per cent, 
of 
the 
banking- 
business is done 


through these channels. 


In times of panic, Mr. Foster point- 


ed out that tho money .would not be 
received by the banks and that it 
would lie MIe in the treasury, where 
it would aggravate financial distress. 
One ot the worst features of tho law 
would be the loss in revenue to the 
government and the corresponding in- 
crease in taxation upon the people. 
Also that it would tend to fraud and 
dishonesty because tlio perpetrators 
could feel safe with their money In 
government hands. 
Finally Mr. Fos- 


ter pointed out something of the im- 
mense expense in keeping new em- 
ployes and building additional build- 
ings to care for the savings business 
and after- remarking that In self de- 
fense trust companies, state 1 anks and 
savings banks would be compelled to 
ask for a state law guaranteeing their 
deposits, the speaker gave an earnest 
plea that every hindrance possible be 
given such a movement.

ing and short talks were given by sev- 
eral others present.

A stranger would neyej 
find this room, for on the exterior 'a 
the slsn "Chaplain's Office." 


It is a veritable sweat box. being 


juat a dozen feet wide, long and high, 
but it serves its purpose, for under 
the cross questioning by Captain 
Carey many murders have broken 
down and confessed to every detail 
and then cried for mercy. 


As you enter the room a roll top 


desk 
faces 
you—this 
is 
Captain 


Carey's, and to the right is another 
occupied by the pistol expert. Lieu- 
tenant William Jones, and then a low 
Hat desk where Detective John J. Fo- 
garty works over tangled problems 
of crime. A wardrobe and a clock 
complete the furnishings. Not a pic- 
ture adorns the brown papered walls, 
which gives the little room the most 
sombre aspect and gives one a little 
chill. 


"That is the only stvcatlnc criminals 


get here." said Captain Carey today, 
"except. 
perhaps, 
my 
questioning 


which may superinduce perspiration." 
| The most famous criminals of this 
and other days have been subject to 
a grilling In thla room and many of 
them have confessed. 


"I find a lot ot comfort In this little 


room," said the captain, "for I am all 
alone to think ot my plan of action, 
and It is here that my men report and 
start out on a case, and I am above 
the noise of the street." 


Fir»t to Hear of Murden. 


The first person to be notified of a 


murder or even a child killed by an 
automobile and the chauffeur has es- 
caped la Captain Carey, and almost 
with the clanging of the ambulance 
gong comes-either the captain or one 
of his detectives on the scene. 
The 


minutest detail Is gone over, Includ- 
ing measurements and an Inventory 
of everything In the room. 
If 
thfl 


murderer succeeds in eluding the po- 
lice the first day, a consultation is 
held In the "Room of Mysteries," and 
here the planning la gone over and 
he net spread but to catch the guilty 
one. 
The 
net 
may have to be 


stretched to another city, or even an- 
other state, but the trail is followed 
ceaselessly and vigilantly night and 
dny until the "Homicide Bureau" get 
their man to tho "Room of Myster- 
ies." 


"There is no such thing as the 


third degree," Captain Carey says, 
'but Juat matching your wits against 
the other fellow's, and nine out ,of 
ten men sooner or later slip up 
through cross-questioning and con- 
fess. The one exception Is the fellow 
with the bank Toll and' able to get a 
lawyer who advises him to have noth- 
ing to say."

sented—Moslem, Greek-Orthodox, Ro- 
man Catholics, Armenian Catholics, 
Protestants and Jews—a motley gath- 
ering of the score of races that make 
up the huge'Turkish empire on three 
continents..
